DICTIONARIES WE HAVE CONSULTED. IT IS FRENCH WORD WHICH OUR 
FRENCH DICTIONARY TRANSLATES AS "FEDERATE". MFA HAS SO 

FAR PRODUCED NO STANDARD TRANSLATION; HOWEVER, MFA OFFICERS 
WHOM WE HAVE CONSULTED PREFER "FEDERATED". MAIN REASON 
FOR USING "FEDERE", THEY POINT OUT, IS TO DRAW DISTINCTION 
BETWEEN REPUCLIC OF CYPRUS, WHICH WOULD BE STATE WITH A 
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FEDERAL SYSTEM, AND TURKISH CYPRIOT STATE, WHICH WOULD BE A 
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COMPONENT OF THAT SYSTEM. PERHAPS BEST RENDITION INTO 
ENGLISH MIGHT BE "FEDERATIVE' 1 ; HOWEVER, "FEDERATED"
